Atholl House, Garlands 
Road, Redhill .Surrey . 
Although Tim is often seen 
in the company of Surrey 
AFA organiser Dave Me 
Cullough, who lives nearby 
in 3c Woodlands Road, 
Redhill, our opposition 
sources have tola us that 
Tim is not entirely 

trusted by his Marxist 
collegues, partly due to 

his being the one-time 
Redhill and Crawley 

organiser for the Young 
National Front, (1981), ana 
later in February 1982 the 
Surrey organiser for 
British Movement. In fact, 
his 1982 front page 
article in the local 
"Surrey Mirror", entitled 
"Why I am a Nazi", has not 
exactly enhanced his 
reputation either.
